touching 22.75 to the dollar before 
the close. 


French financial experts say the 


near-panic is due to loss of confi- 
dence on the part of the

and securities.

Police however, said the tragedy 


was the result of a bootleggers war. 


The corner of Seventh and Pierce, 


owing to several recent murders, is 
known as "the bloody corner." 


Mrs. Salerno.stoutly maintains she 


killed Sferas because of improper re- 
lations he had with herself and her 
two younger sisters. 


However, investigators learned at 


a late hour last night that bootleg- 
ging had a hand in the slaying. 


•'It's another case of division( of 


bootleg money," these investigators 
declared. 


Mrs. Salerno, and Mrs. Louise Vin- 


ci querra. "queen of Omaha bootleg- 
gers" a cousin of the slayer, were ar- 
rested. Following a coroner's inquest 
Mrs. Sal»rno will probably be held 
for first degree murder, police said. 
Mrs. Vinciquerra. who is said to have 
been the only eye witness to the 
shooting is held as a witness.
